of any public notice issued by | 


the Council in the above sense, 
or which could in any way be 
constructed in’ that sense, I am 
directed to emphasise that the 
Council and the foreign com- 
munity of Shanghai highly re- 
sent statements calculated to 
give currency to an “allegation 
which ‘is 
foundation in fact." 


Enclosed with Mr. Jones’ letter | 


is a sopy of the Manicipal Gazctte 
of October 29th, 1925, in which is 
published. an official. reply to a 
letter from Mr. J. E. Jacobs, then 
American Consul-in-Charge in 
Shanghai, on the same subject. 

Mr. : Jucobs forwarded to the 
Council the copy of a letter: re- 
ceived from the Dearborn Indepen- 
deut, of Dearborn, Michigan, asking 
for verification of-a , statement 
‘published in that journal regard- 
ing the "Dogs and Chinese Not 
Admitted” sign.

Another Denial. 


Mr. Jacobs, whilst seeking in-
